Closing News 
at Cliarlestowii 

Work Slack and Layoff Likely \ 

— Dropping of 7 Yards on 

AUanlic Coast Reported 

Officei-s at the Ciiarlestown Xavy Yard 
disclaimed any knowledge of the pohhi- 
bility of closing the yard as .suggested 
in a niornlnB paper. In fact «ome of 
them had not read the story, but it wa« 
read eagerly by many of the employees. 

Lieutenant-Commander R. O. Davis, 
aid to Rear Admiral Loui.s M. Nulton, 
stated that no one from \\'aslilngton so 
far as he knew had been at the, : ard 
makhiK a survey and the entire story was 
news to him. 

Every now and then a report is circu- 
lated that the local yard Is marked to 
bo closed and it is Just as strenuously 
denied by department officials at Wash- 
iiiBton. Work has been very slack at the 
yard for some time and unless more ships 
aro .sent here for repairs there is nothing 
to do but make the workmen suffer by 
laying them off. 

The press story said that the Navy De- 
partment has under serious considera- 
tion the closing of most of the Navy Yards 
on the Atlantic Coast, retaininB possibly 
not inoro than two, and the disposal of 
expensive shore properties which were ac- 
quired during the World War, thus sav- 
ing- the Government millions of dollars 
annually. 

With 65 per cent of the American fleet 
operating in the Pacific there aro only 
two navy yards on the West coast, one 
.(l Seattle and the other at .San l'"rancisc.J. 
There is, in addition, a base at San Diego, 
used to .a considerable extent for air- 
planes operating in connection with th-- 
(le.M. With 35 per cent of the fleet in 
.Mlnntio waters, there aro two stations 
ofCici.-illy designated as yards on the East 
coast -one at liiiladelplila and one at 
NS'ashington, but seven b.-iscs vvlilch really 
operate as yards. These aro at New 
York, Norfolk, Boston, Charlestown, Key 
West, the Canal Zone, and Portsmouth. 
N. 11. 

lOrnest Leo .laiincko. Assistant Secre 
tar.y of the Navy, issued a statement, in 
the absence of Charles I'T'ancis Adams, 
.Secretary of the Navy, saying: 

"No decision lias yet been arrived at. 
The cajrelul study abo\6 mentioned is 
still in progress and lliougli it is evident 
that some activities must, for the tinip 
being, be placed In an inactive status, it 
is premature to state which ones It will 
be found to the best Interests of the Navy 
to discontinue. When the .Sei'retary of 
the Na.vy receives from the various bu- 
reau chiefs and the budget officer the 
analysis of tiie situation, he will then 
give the malfpr careful study and be in 
a position to effect economies which will 
not,- when placed in effect, Imp.air naval

These figures riisclo.-e 
the .<!ecret of a large nu\isure of 
present day depre.s.sion, namely; the 
entile burden «as placed squarely 
upon the weak shouldei.-, of the 
workers instead of being borne 
equally by industry and the 
workers. 

Capital has failed to assume its 
.share of the burden and in .so doing 
has worked injury to all. Stress has 
been laid upon the lo.ss of liuropcaii 
trade owing to the re<'ently ennrted 
tariff act. notwithstanding the fart 
that every student of trade realizes 
that such an enactment is necessary 
for the protection of Ameri- 
can workers, as Europe is rapidly 
becoming a closed book, so far as 
the United States of America is 
concerned, for other tlian raw ma- 
terials. 

Patriotism has not been the 
hand-maiden of the .'\mercian dol- 
lar in the c.'ise of these Atnerican 
foreign branches where child, prison 
and pauper labor at starvation 
wages have been set in competition 
with American workers. 

The conferences arranged bv 
President Hoover for the promo- 
tion of a construction program have 
been prolific of promise hut rather 
sterile in the mailer of [lorformanee.

He further states that in the first 
five months of the present year we 
produced only about the .same a.s 
we dirj in the first five months of 
1925. Yet our living standards 
have advanced and the population 
ha.s increased 7.000.000 during that 
period of time. Factories and mer- 
chants have been getting rid of 
their surplus and families getting 
rid of their debUs. Meanwhile we 
have not been producing on a.s 
large a scale. We are manufactur- 
ing shortages and with production 
lowered to the rate of five years ago 
and cMi.sumption higher It can 
readily be seen that we cannot have 
murh further to go to produce the 
shortage that will .send us all back 
to work again.

"It Is Inconceivable that, with 
Massachusetts man as secret'ary of the 
navy, the recommendation such as pro- 
posed would be permitted to receive 
serious consideration." 

Officials at the navy yard disclaimed 
any knowledge of the proposal to cl'we 
it. "No official word of any cliangc 
of any description in the Boston navy 
yard has come to the att'cntion of the 
commandnnt," said Capt. Arthur E. 
Abcle. chief of staff. "It is difficult to 
conceive of the abandonment of the 
Boston navy yard from a defensive 
standpoint alone." 

Mavor Murphy of Somervllle also 
sent a day letter to President Hoover 
and Secretary Adams vigorously pro- 
testing against the closing of the navy 
yard. He said that several hundred 
residents of Somerville are employed at 
the vard and the cessation of work 
would be a calamity. He also said that 
.such a proposal would be in direct' 
violation of the Hoover administration's 
announcement to increase public works 
in order to relieve the unemployment 
sltu.rtion.

placed in the files of the bureau of 
traffic. 

No record was kept tinder the old 
system ,so than an offender could claim 
every offence his first. 

Names of tho=e who violate the rules 
for the fourth tnme will be turned over 
to the registrar of motot vehkif.s by 
the police. There is no time limit over 
which the four violations may be made.

had a larger accident ratio. An In- 
dividual scale could be readily 
worked out. as Ihe insurance com- 
panies maintain a clearing hou.se 
which tabulates the accidents of all 
drivers insured in the various com- 
panies. 

The supreme court, while reject- 
ing our appeal, said our argument 
was reasonable and logical, but 
ruled that it was not within Its 
province to overrule the in.siirance 
commissioner unless he had iwrpe- 
Irated a fraud or acted in bad faith. 
We believe that Commissioner 
Brnwn should take cognizance of 
Ihe supreme court's tacit agree- 
ment with our stand and adopt 
the method of establishing rates 
advocated by the city of Boston 
then and reiterated now. It is 
clear to anyone that the risk Is not 
the garage or its Incatkm. but the 
driver of the car hlm.self. The 
Legislature recognized this when It 
provided for the revocation of In- 
suiance held by operators who have 
had a" unusual number of acci- 
dents. 

If the commissioner refuses after 
arijuments are heard to revise his 
method of fixing rates so as !« 
ba.se them on the ri.sk of Ihe opera- 
tor instead of the t;arage. then the 
city of Boston will go to the Legis- 
lature and ask that Ihe mc:.hod be 
chanced by legi.sla':ve mandate.

Brown's proposed 1931 schedule, for 
compulsory automobile Insurance rates 
hardly became public property yester- 
day before wave upon wave of protest 
swept back, with Mayor Curley decry- 
ings Boston's Increased schedule as an 
"Injustice" and promising every co- 
operation In the fight to offset the pro- 
posals. 

Other protests urged abolition of the, 
toning reguirt-tions, the establishment 
of 8. Ijeglslatlve commLssion to handle 
the rales, reduction of fne surety pol- 
icy and the repeal of the compuleory 
Insurance act. Rnpre.s«ntatlve Marti. i 
Hays of Brighton even called upon 
Gov_ Allen to declare R special session 
of the Ivcglslature to den] with the new 
rates. 

As soon as the Mayor had finished, 
his conference with him. Corporation 
Counsel Samuel Silverman settled 
down for a vlgorou.'i fight to offset the 
proposed lncrea.ses for Boston. Gain- 
ing by his experience last year, he will 
not go to the courts, hut will conlne 
hiH efforts to the Sept 8th hearing. If 
that falKs to bring about a. satisfactory 
condition, he will follow the Mayor's 
Instriii-lions to seek begislntivc action 
for a repeal of the act itself. ?'ie said; 

Why Penalize the Careful? 

"l,ast year we offered a. hill .-iga.lnst 
Oinimissioner Brown in the Supreme" 
Ojurt, asking for a c'lange in the 
basi,'! of establishing the rates. We 
a.rp:ued that the owner was the risk 



and nit the place where ho happened 
to house his machine. We contendeJ 
that the man who had no accidenta 
had to |«iv Just as high a rate bk the 
man who 'had .10 accidents and asked 
why the careful driver had to be pen- 
alized. 

"In answer, the full bench of the 
Court decided that logic and reason- 
ing were on our side but unless w« 
could .show that the Comnilssioner'act- 
ed In bad faith or was guilty of fraud 
or misconduct the Court could not die- 
tale. 

"The City of Boston's hgiit this year 
■Rill not be taken into the courts, for 
we will seek to show tne necessity of 
penalizing drivers on the number of 
accidents. It is no more difTicult to 
collect information on the number c. 
accidents that happen to an individual 
driver than it Is for the Insurance 
companies to continue their pre.sent 
pystem of collecting statistics. At the 
expense of two extra clerks, the Com- 
mi.-^sioner can have at hand complete 
details of each driver's safety record. 

Other Proposals 

Willinui A, Thibodeau, general coun- 
sel for the Automobile l^gal Associa- 
tion offered the interesting suggestion 
that a possible solution of the situa- 
tion might be obtained by an amend- 
n^cnt to the present law reducing the 
amount of the policy required to ap- 
proximately JMOO to $3000. Such a 
policy he said, would cover mast, or at 
IfKst a largo proportion, of the casei 
in which persons receive Injuries in 
automobile accidents. 

Representative William H, Barker of 
Kast Boston filed a resolve at the State 
House for the appointment of a special 
legislative commission to handle the 
riite.s, an H<-t, he snid, which would 
take the regulation of the rates out of 
the hand* ot the insurance commis- 
sioner. 

From Representative Charles T 
Cavanagh "f CambridKC came the an- 
nouncement that l.e Is preparing a bill 
For the Massachusetts House providing 
tor the abolition of the zone system in 
connection with theFe rates and thf 
subsiitution of a. fiat rate system 
throughout the State. 

Mr Hayes' letter to the Governor set

The contests for the Democratic and 
Republican nominations for the United 
States Senate are rousing more inter- 
est than any of the other State-wide 
political fights which will end with the 
Massachusetts primaries on Sept 18; 
the voters themselves do not seem to be 
greatly excited even about the Sena- 
torial situation, but the candidates 
and their workers, most of them hired, 
have Income more active in the past 
few days and their efforts will Increase 
during the next two weeks. 

Ex-Congressman Joseph F. O'Connell 
of this city, one of the candidates ior 
the Democratic nomination, has naa 
more puljliclty than any of his oppo- 
nents. and, if publicity in a campaign ■ 
helps as much as most people think _ 
it does, Mr O'Connell should benefit . 
materially from the space ho has re ■ 
cently had in the newspapers. Mem- | 
bers of his family have been connected | 
with the press from time to time and i 
their experience in that business has 
doubtless been of value to him. 

Former Dist Atty Thomas C. O'Brien 
has madt^ tne most of his intimate con- 
nection with organized labor, and it i.s 
nF-'umed that those associations win, 
hiMig him a good many votes. Ex- j 
.'"favor Marcus A. Coolidge of Fitch- ; 
burg has made less noise than some 
of his rivals for the Democratic nom- 
ination, but his campaign has been 
under way for a long time and the 
general understanding Is that most 
of the party leaders would like to see 
him uGiuinated; his name will come 
first on the primary ballot and that 
fact should help him. Most people will 
oe surprised if Ex-Gov Eugene N. Foss 
wins the Democratic nomination, but it 
is said that he will receive a large 
vote. 

The party leaders prefer the nomina- 
tion of Mr Coolidge because they think 
that most, and perhaps all, of the other 
places on the State ticket will go to 
ra^n of Irish descent. If every one of 
the Democratic candidates bears an 
Irish name the ticket as a whole will 
not benefit as much as it would If a 
Yankee name was inserted here and 
there; at least that is the philosophy 
of the politicians. In that particular 
Ex-Gov Foss will be as acceptable as 
Mr Coolidge, but the former hails from 
Boston, and it would be almost as bad 
If Boston supplied all the candidates 
as it would be if they were all of one 
race. 

It remains to be seen how much 
these considerations will avail with the 
Democratic voters when they mark 
their ballots In the primary two weeks 
from Tuesday.

'"int- happened that Mr Coolidge was 
nominated for the Senate and M El> 
tor the Governorship, the ^'f^'^l 
Democrats in the Western part of the 
State would have more than their 
sharr- ot the Important places of the 
ticket-at least that is the opinion of 
the Boston Democracy which, so far 
I as the party organization here is con- 
cerned, favors the nomination of Mi 
Fitzeerald. 
I That situation, however, will prob- 
1 ab'y not arise. Everybody within and 
1 outside the Democratic party thinks 
1 highly of Mr Ely and is confident 
I that he would make an excellent Gov- 
ernor. but few ot the experienced poli- 
ticians think he can reasons bly expect 
to defeat Mr Fitzgerald '.n fee primary. 
The latter is as well known as any 
public man in the State; as ha.s been 
said, he has the support of the Bos- 
ton organization, led by Mayor Cur- 
ley, and leading Democrats in most of 
the other cities of the State also are 
backing Mr Fitzgerald. 

It is possible that Mr Cummings 
may receive in Boston and the nearbv 
municipalities enougn votes to cut 
down the plurality which most of the 
prophets now give Mr Fitzgerald here; 
in that case, Mr Ely would have a 
better chance than the political ex- 
perts now think he nas. Mr Cum- 
mings' recent speeches, however, have 
been critical of Mr Ely rather than of 
Mr Fitzgerald, and the ex-Mayor has 
been able to sit by in compl.acenc* 
while the other Bo.ston candidate has 
attacked Mr Ely. 

One hears every few minutes the 
story that Mayor Curley is not really 
support,lng Mr Fitzgerald hut will uso 
his influence to defeat the latter in 
the primary, but there Is no evidence 
that this story has any foundation. 
Mayor Curley has said repeatedly that 
he was backing Mr Fitzgerald, and 
there Is every reason for believing 
that the latter will receive the votes 
which the party organization here can 
I Influence.

The contests for the Democratic and 
Republican nominations for the United 
States Senate are rousing more inter- 
est than any of the other State-wide 
political fights which will end with the 
Massachusetts primaries on Sept 16: 
the voters themselves do not seem to bo 
greatly excited even about the Sena- 
torial situation, but the candidates 
and their workers, most of them hired, 
have become more active in the past 
few days and their elTorts will Increase 
during tho next two weeks. 

Ex-Congressman Joseph F. O'Connell 
of this city, one of the candidates lor 
the Democratic nomination, has naa 
more publicity than any ot his oppo- ,, 
nents, and, if publicity in a campaig.. j 
helps as much as most people think 
it does, Mr O'Connell should beneflt 
matariallv from the space ho has re- 
cently hid in the newspapers. Mem- 
bers of his family h-ave been connected 
with the press from time to time and 
their experience in that business has 
doubtless been of value to him. 

Former Dist Atty Thomas C. O Brien 
has made the most of his intim.ite eon- j 
nection with organized labor, and it i.s | 
assumed that those associations win i 
bring him a good many votes. Ex. 
Mavor Marcus A. Coolidge of Fitch- 
burg has made less noise than some 
of his rivals for the Democratic nom- 
ination, but his campaign has been 
under way for a long time and the 
general understanding Is that most 
of the party leaders would like to see 
him nominated ; his name will come 
first on the primary ballot and that 
fact should heln him. Most people will 
oe surprised if Ex-C^v Eugene N. Foss 
wins the Democratic nomination, but it 
is said that he will receive a large | 
vote. 

The party leaders prefer the nomina- , 
tion of Mr Coolidge becau.se they think I 
that most, and perhaps all, ot the other 
places on the State ticket will go to 
men of Irish descent. If every one of 
the Democratic candidates bears an 
Irish name the ticket as a whole will 
not benefit as much as it would If a 
Yankee name was inserted here and 
there; at lea.st that is the philosophy 
of the politicians. In that particular 
Ex-Gov Foss will be as acceptable as 
Mr Coolidge, but the former hails from 
Boston, and it would be almost as bad 
If B-^^ton supplied all the candidates 
as it would be if they were all of one 
race. 

It remains to be seen how much 
the.se considerations will avail with the 
Democratic voters when they mark 
their ballots in the primary two weeks 
from Tuesday.

Democrats in the Western part of the 
State wouIJ have more than their 
share of the important places of the 
ticket-at least that Is the opinion of 
the Boston Democracy which, so far 
I as the party organization here is con - 
I cerned, favors the nomination of Mr 
Fitzgerald. 
That situation, however, will prob- 
! ably not arise. Everybody within and 
I outside the Democratic party thinks 
i highly of Mr Ely and is confident 
[ that he would make an excellent Gov- 
' ernor, but few of the experienced poll- 
1 ticians think he can reasonably expect 
to defeat Mr Fitzgerald In the primary. 
The latter is as well known as any 
public man In the State; as has been 
said, he has the support of the Bos- 
' ton organization, led by Mayor Cur- 
ley, and leading Democrats In mo.ft of 
the other citjo.s of the State al.so arc 
backing Mr Fitzgerald. 

It is possible that Mr Cummings 
may receive in Boston and the ncnrbv 
municipalities enougn votes to cut 
down the plurality which most of the 
prophets now give Mr Fitzgerald here: 
in that case, Mr Ely would have a 
better chance than tho political ex- 
perts now think he has. Mr Cum- 
mings' recent speeches, however, have 
been critical of Mr E",ly rather than of 
Mr Fitzgerald, and the ex-Mayor has 
been able to sit by In complacence 
while the other Boston candidate has 
attacked Mr Ely. 

One hears every few minutes tho 
story that Mayor Curley 1« not really 
supporting Mr Fitzgerald but will use 
his influence to defeat tho latter in 
the primary, but there l.s no evidence 
that this story ha» any foundation. 
Mayor Curley has said repeatedly that 
he wa.'! backing Mr Fitzgerald, and 
there ts every reason for believing 
that the latter will receive the votes 
which tho party organization here can 
i influence.

Mayor Curley. the first 
to be eonsulted, condemns the dramatist 
vl joroiisly : 

George Bernard Shaw, in his ex- 
po-sition of the weakne.ss or the sin 
of his father, is deserving both of 
pity and censure. It is most un- 
fortunate that a man who has 
acWevcd the distinction in the lit- 
erary world which has been 
achieved by Mr. Shaw should noi 
have terminated his literary career 
before embarking upon his present 
venture in quest of notoriety. The 
greatest master of English compasi- 
tion the world ha,s e\'er known, 
himself an Englishman. William 
Shakespeare, once uttered a great 
truth which is. ap-phcable in the 
case of Georg" Bernard Shaw, 
wherein he said "To my virtues be 
mast kind, and to mv faults a little 
blind. • 

In America there has been de- 
veloped In the past half century a 
great fmterna! organisation. The 
eorner.stone uixin which it rests is 
re-?pect. lor the dead, its motto be- 
ing. "The faults of our brother 
w» write upon the sands of time; 
his virtues upon the tablet of love 
and memory." 

Tlie dead are entitled to rest in 
peace, and to have only that which 
has been praiseworthy in life said 
of them. One of the most deplor- 
fi.r-Ic fea-"'Jres of certain contempor- 
«ry bioff.aphers is the disclosure of 
ei'ery little or great evil connected 
■with those who have passed to the 
Great Beyond and who are no 
lonccr able to present a defence. 

Nothing can be more despicable 
than the presentation of a story 
such as Shaw has unfolded witli 
reference to his father. It should 
merit him the contempt, and igno- 
miny which such a course deserves.

So did City 
Treasurer Dolan. and hencefortli the 
pensonnel of the mayor's office as well 
a.5 the employes of the treasurer's office ' 
will drink mechanically cooled water 
provided by the metropolitan water 
commi.s.slon. 

The coni'erslon of the mayor and his 
intimate fr,end. Treasurer Dolan, en- 
tailed an expense of $421, but as the 
vears roll by the savings to the tax- 
payers -Kill so far offset this initial ex- 
penditure that the shift from spring 
water to that pipeH from the Wachu- 
,sott reservoir may, 100 years hence, have 
a favornble bearing on the tax rate. 

It has been the policy to provide 
.spring water at .50 cents per .lar to 
quench the thirst of the attaches of 
the mayor's and trear^nrer's ofTire.-^ 
Years ago other departments en.joyed 
,«pring water, and so did the council, 
but the finance commi."sion objected 
nnd ruled that Boston had the purest 
drinking water in the world and that 
ir It were good enough for the citizens. 
it would have to be aeeeptable to the 
city council and the departmental em- 
ployes. 

The annual expenditure for spring 
water and for the ice necessary to keep 
the water cool in the mayor's and 
treasurer's offices has been consld'^rable 
So the mayor, in Keeping 
policy for economy.

REPUBLICAN CHAIRMAN WANTS 
LEADERS OF BOTH PARTIES TO 
■ JOIN TO REVISE PRIMARY LAWS 



By \V. E. Ml'I-LINS 

Events of the current primary cam- 
paign have convinced Chairman Amos 
L. Taylor of the Republican state com- 
mute that our primary laws and cor- 
rupt practices act are not in harmony 
with modern conditions. It Is his In- 
tention to enlist the support of the 
leaders of both parties in an endeavor 
to obtain icfjislation which will provide 
relief irom current conditions. 

The section of the corrupt practices 
act which limits a candidate to an ex- 
pendllure_, of $5000 in a primary cam- 
paign was framed to meet conditions 
In another day and era, he maintains. 
His previous sURgostion for a pre-prl- 
mary convention is only part of the 
legislative .revisions required, in his 
opinion, to meet present-day electlon- 
ing problems. 

He advocates placing full responsi- 
bility on the shoulders of the politic*! | 
parties as one means of avoiding some | 
of the evils now encountered In the 
direct primary and election contests. 
Most of the complaints, he points out, , 
have been directed at primary abuses 
over which the parties have no con- 
trol because of the hands-oIT policy 
generally adopted In such individual 
ventures of office seekers. 

In an interview on the subject yes- 
terday he said: "On the eve of the pri- 
mary election we are thinking almost 
excliisively of party solidarity. When 
the Mnite'd States w,is establLshed, par- 
ties were almost \inknown. It took fully 
2.') yea's tn cstahlL-ih rerognition of the 
par'tif* Jinri prior to that time there 
were chaotic conditions with no means 
provided for controlling the evils of 
politico. 

FREE OF MANY EVILS 

"The Republican party has not abol- 
ished all the evils in ixjlitics, but there 
has been no time in the histories of the 

nited States and of Massachusetts 
Ivhen we have been freer from the evils 
in party management. As I see the 
situation most of the evils which we 
now have with us grow up through at- 
tempts to break down parly solidarity, 
either through the primaries or by the 
use of excessive amounts of money. 

"Our primary laws and our corrupt 
practices act are not in harmony and 
cannot be made to harmonize under 
present conditions. The best way to 
correct many of these evils Is through 
stronger party organization and party 
loyalty. 

"The primary laws are such that the 
candidate who is successful must estab- 
lllsh a contact with every voter, either 
Iby letter, by radio or by personal ap- 
pearance. It is Imperative txi make these 
contacts or his story i-emains untold 
, ...1' i.Mii.ilIy told. The legitimate

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act limits the cmdlclate for Governoi 
or United States senator to $3000 In 
thl-. state. 

"In the face of current conditions 
.-uch a situation is nothing short ol 
ridiculous. Why. the expanse alone of 
mailing a single circular to the regist- 
ered voters in either of the two major 
parties is greatly in excess of that fig- 
ure. What can be done to provide re- 
lief? 

I "My suggestion is to hold the parties 
responsible. Under present condltionf 
it is entirely an individual affair ;n 
which the parties cannot interfere be- 
jcaiuse the oprraiions of the individual 
are none of the business of his part\ 
until he has Ijeeii declared its recognized 
nominee. 

IRGES ( HANGES IN LAW 

"I believe that our Democratic friend; 
will agree that we mu.st obtain the pas- 
sage of some legislation to revise the 
corrupt practices act if our direct prima- 
ries are to operate with any success 
Beyond that we mufit go still further 
and obtain .some changes in the primary 
llaw Itself. 

"We can hold the parties responsible 
to a certain extent by giving them the 
power to nominate tickets of their own 
selection, while at (he same lime mvest- 
ing the people with their sacred right oJ 
■cto by throwing the direct primary 
ipen to other party members who may 
«" in disagreement nith the official se- 
ection.'i." 

Taylor was influenced to discuss the 
iituation because of the numerous 
■barges of excessive expenditures which 
ia\e been fired at candidates for state- 
Aide office in both parties this year. 
HIS comment to the effect that the 
parties observe the practice of adopting 
K hands-off policy in primary contests 
will sound .somewhat humorous to 
Jo.«eph B. Ely of Westfield. candidate- f"r 
the Democratic nomination for Oov- 
Brni^r. 

Ely was under the Impression that he 
wa.s making a fight for his party's nom-^ 
'inatlon tor Governor with, all lt.s or- ' 
ganizations and associations observing 
strict neutrality until the Boston Demo- 
cratic city committee, controlled by 
Mayor Curley through Henry E. Law- 
ler. one of his corporation counsels, 
opcnlydcrlaredln favor of John F. Fitz- 
gerald and prepared an official circular 
for distribution to members of the party. 

Ely naturally was .somewhat disturbed 
by that turn of affairs In the cam- 
paign, but he made an endeavor to turn 
It to his favor hv denouncing it in a 
radio address in which he dlscu-ssed 
(he procedure extensively. 

MAKING A GREAT FIGHT 
j Ely is making a great fight against 
IFltzgerald and John J. Cummings and 



there are some Boston Democrats who 
profess to see some slight chance for 
him in the primary contest two weeks 
away. His success Is wrapped up in 
what he can .succeed in accomplishing 
here in Boston because he Is rea.sonably 
sure of doing well in other sections. 

The action of the city committee in 
favoring Fitzgerald Is cerUln to have 
iu re-action in the election in the 
event of Fitzgerald's nomination. Ely's 
iriends in the western section of the 
state have openly expressed their re- 
sentment and in the face of the un- 
ifriondly and unfair act. it is certain 
'to have a bad influence on the party 
in the election. 

It is dlffcult to understand the 
strategj- behind the move, because 
Fitzgerald is sure of beating Ely in 
Boston, the section to which the com- 
mittee's influence is l.mited. The mayor 
himself did not make any friends by 
his connection with the procedure. 

The next move in Ely's campaign will 
be to draft the services of Congressman 
William J. Granfield of Springfield. It 
is his present intention to capitalize 
Granfield's popularity among the Demo- 
Icrats by bringing him into Boston to 
deliver .several speeches. He has not 
I appeared publicly in this city since 
his victory in the special election in 
the second congressional district last 
rebruary and is certain to be a big 
attraction. 

FIGHT ON HIS HANDS 
That Granfield is sure to have a hard 
fight on his hands for re-election is 
indicated by the wet announcement 
made during the week by Jorhua Brooks, 
who is conceded victory in the Republi- 
can congressional primary contest, 
Brooks's stand against prohibition, al- 
though he favors retention of the baby 
I Volstead act. means that the wet Re- 
publicans in that district may 'be 
counted on to return w> the fold, 
I It is reported also that Granfield's 
popularity hi his home cii,y has not !n- 
crca.<-cd during the la«t fortnight and 
his friends realize that he will en- 
counter a stiff fight in the election. 
Naturally, he has t'-- tJemocratlc nom- 
ination without opposition.

Certainly there has been scant evi- 
dence of It. 

"I do not believe the President >^i 
the United States intended to deceive 
the American people with rcterencs to 
Federal Government giving relief in 
America for the unemployment situa- 
tion.

He 
termed tlie labor meeting earlier in tlie 
day as a plan to chloroform the pro- 
test of militant woikers. other speak- 
ers were Alb( it Richman of New York 
Max Lerner, candidate for state sena- 
tia- fi-om .Worcester, and Samuel Winn 
of Boston, chairman of the meeting.

Mayor Curley addressed representa- 
tives of the labor movement at a lunch- 
eon in the Hotel Bradford after the Boston 
Central I^abor Union's annual Ijabor Dav 
mass meeting on the Ccnnmon, adv'sfng 
immediate buying of personal and liouse- 
liold goods as an important step to im- 
prove business. 

At the earlier exercises tlie mayor de- 
clared that it was a strange anomaly that 1 
substantially every progressive measure 
on the Federal or State statutes can be 
traced to the toiler and not to the home 
of culture or wealth. 

The exercises on the Common were 
broadcast over Station WXAC and drew 
a large crowd that braved the rain to 
participate In the program. .Speakers In 
addition to Mayor Curley were .Tohn P. 
Frey, secretary-treasurer of the metal 
trades department of the American I'>d- 
eratlon of I.^bor: P. Harry .Jennings. 
New Kngland organizer for the team- 
sters' unions; Nathan Sidd, president of 
the Boston Central Ijabor Union; .iohn F. 
Fnglish, secretary of Coal Teamsters' 
Union 6S; ,Iohn ,1. Kearney, business 
agent of ^\■alters' Union 34, and Jliss 
Afargaret I. Connolly, .Boston Telephone 
Operators' Union. 

Speaking on "Trade Unionism and 
Sound Kconomlcs," Mr. Frey said that 
primarily the labor movement aims to 
establish "industrial liberty of the same 
riuallty. substance and character as the 
political and religious liberty which is , 
gu.aranteed to us as American citii;ens. 
This Is the rigljt of men to participate 
In determining the conditions under 
which they shall live and work. A meas- 
ure of industrial liberty has been estab- 
lished, but much of the substance is still 
denied." 

Agent Jennings, In stres.sing the un- 
employment situation In this country, 
called for a better stabilization of Indus- 
ti'y and the (ivc-day-wei.k as one of the 
direct means for conibattinp; over pro- 
duction. He expressed the belief that 
organized industry should provide un- 
emiiloyment insurance, regulated by gov- 
ernment supervision to avoid the burden 
of -additional taxation. 

I'lesident Shld declared that laiior was 
looking with faith toward the future in 
the hope that business depression has 
turned the corner. He touched on labor's 
accomplishments in the iiast and out- 
llnerl some of its alms for the future. 

Mr. Kearney laum-hed an att.ack on 
the so-called reformers whom he charged 
with being responsible for the Volstead 
Act and de hired that its repeal would 
give Immedl.ate employment to 2.0no,n00 
workers in the nation and at hast r.O.OOfl 
in Massachusetts.

export trade back to identically the same 
position she held twenty-tlve or thirty 
years ago when the only commodities ex- 
ported were the raw materials. 

"We have restricted immigration, we 
have shut out a prospective consuming 
force from the rest of the world. Being 
shut In in their home countries, they 
produce materials at starvation wages. In 
competition with the production of the 
workers in America who are paid an 
American wage, and thus the product of 
the women and the children sweated in 
Industry, and the product of convict labor 
is In I'omoetition with American labor 
and American wages. 

"I am Inclined to believe that Ijefore 
this year is terminated you will find this 
slngijlar condition existing in America — 
you will dnd the wealtliy capitalist, the 
educator, the leaders of religious thought, 
the representatives of every faith In 
America Joining hands with organized 
labor in the development of an economic 
program which will make for stability, 
for security, for serenity, that will make 
for a worthwhile future for the United 
States of America." 

The mayor expressed the hope that bv 
December many hundreds of men will 
find work on the proposed Kast Boston 
tunnel and other projects still In the 
■ blue print" stage. 

He declared that he believed that Presi- 
dent Hoover was sincere when ho called 
for cooperation on the part of the large 
employers of America, but expressed a 
doubt of their sincerity with the Presi- 
dent. He declared that lie didn't think 
the President Intended to deceive the 
American people in reference to Federal 
relief for unemployment In announcing 
that the Congress of the United States 
would provide a $52n,00n,n00 construc- 
tion program, but the facts, he said, dis- 
closed that- Instead of being u.sed In the 
present emergency it Is to he spread 
over a period of ten years. He de<:lared 
that .scattered over a period of ten years 
It virtualiv means nothintr.

EVF;ry day jH visitor's day at' the 
l?f>ston Municipal Airport but next 
I'^ilday. Saturday and Sunday the 
special Tercentpuary proRram that 
has been arranged offers a good <;hanco 
for the unacquainted public to learn 
about aviation and at the same time be 
entertained with a good lively show. Not 
only is the public Invited to witness the 
show but dollar hops and reduced rates 
on short air trips will enable them to 
take a part in it, to feel the thrill for 
themselves of looking down on the Ter-I 
centenary city. 

As planned, ihe propram will kIvc the 
imn<'iiualnted visitor a small inurse in 
avLation. ArriviiiK by subway and street 
car, by special airport bus or by his own 
car, whicli he can leave in the larRc park- 
ing space, the visitoi- will find liangars, 
shoini and ships all labcli'd and ris'idy for 
his inspection. Nor will it be a. holiday in- 
ppcction, either, for business will go on 
as usual. During the celebration the all- 
day visitor \iill have a chance to see 
scores of passengers climb into planes 
and depart for New York, rhiladolphla, 
WashinKlon, Atlantic City, Hyannis, 
Martha's Vineyard, Nantucket, AVhito 
Mountains, SprinKlieid and Albany. Avail- 
able is a restauiant and a refreshment 
stand, while benches are about for those 
watching the varied events.

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Mayor's Address Is Feature 

•:of Luncheon Following 

C. L. U. Meeting 



A general buying movement by work- 
ers would cause a return of prosperity 
in a week. Mayor Curlcy declared yes- 
terday in an address to officers and 
guesta of the Boston Central Labor 
union at a luncheon in the Hotel Brad- 
ford after the organization's annual 
Labor day mass meeting on Boston 
Common. In effect, the mayor advised 
immediate buying of personal and 
hcmsehold goods as an important stei: 
to improve both busincys and industry. 
Practically all holiday programs were 
carried out yesterday in New England 
despite the handicap of rain, although 
the latter kept thousands away from 
beach resorts, held up the automobiles 
which congested most of the prmcipal 
>.igh\vays and caused many traffic jams. 
Attempts by communists to capitalize 
the workers' holiday fizzled in Boston 
and elsewhere. 

Mayor Curley's addre.ss was one of 
the main features of the Boston cele- 
bration. 

"If every person working in America 
woiUd shed '.'he psychology of fear to- 
mprrow and buy $20 worth of house- 
hold or personal needs," the mayor de- 
clared, "within one week the shelves 
of every retail establishment in America 
would be empty, the mills in America 
would be compelled to start work and 
over night we wouid have prosperity." 
At the earlier exercises at the Park- 
mDn bandiUand the mayor declared that 
it -was a strange anomaly that substan- 
tially every progressi\'e measure on the 
federal or stat'e statutes can be traced 
to' the toiler and not to the home of 
cul'.ure or cash. "To organized lalior," 
ha declared, "we owe tiis e'ght-hour- 
day. Saturday half holiday, workmen's 
ccJinpensation, mothers' aid, and the 
«aving wage." 

The exercises on the Common wer:

\-ide unemployment insurance, regu- 
lated by government supervision to 
avoid the burden of additional taxa- 
tion. 

President Sidd declared that labor 
was looking w-ith faith toward th ; fu- 



fAire in tue nope mat aur.u-icsH depree- 
slon has turned ttie corner. He touched 
on labor's arcoinpILshments in the past 
and outlined some of its alms for the 
future. 

Mr. Kearney launched an attacK on 
tho so-cal'ed reformers whom he 
charged with being responsible for the 
Volstead act and declared that its re- 
peal would give immediate employment 
to 2,000,000 workers in the nation ana 
at least 50,000 in Massachusetts. 

THE MAYOR'S ADDRESS | 

Speakers at the luncheon included i 
Mayor Curley, Jolui P. Frey, John F, 
English, Michael J. Flynn and John J. 
Kearney. Mayor Curley, the principal 
speaker and host, said in part: 

Out of the tears that have come 
to America as a consequence of

to buy from us. 

If we have none of the social instinct in us, at least we 
should have the good sense and business intelligence to protect 
ourselves. We can never buy goods more cheaply than now; we 
could never have a better appreciation of the idea of patronizing 
our neighbor because it is patronizing ourselves in the last 
analysis. 

The great mass of our people constitutes the great pur- 
chasing power. It IS they who by their initiative and common 
sense must raise themselves back to prosperous times while 
alleged financial leaders view the scenes with fear and trembling

000.000 such 
today In gainful occupations. He said 
the steam shovel had deprived !,(/00,- 
000 of raw labor of their Jobs, the con- 
veyor belt of 400.000 more and the tele 
phone dial of 350,000 more. 

The great present problem to be mst, 
he declared. Is not unempIo>in9nt but 
the vanishing job. 

"The ferocity of the strugrple 'or ex- 
istence will he so great In the next 25 
years that .the great objective will be 
for possession of raw material. He 
turned to China as presenting a pres- 
ent opportunity. It Is not unreason- 
able to assume he said, that 100,000,000 
persons will, unless we send our sur- 
plus grain to them, die of starvation, 
within a short time. 'We shall never 
collect a dollar you say?" he remarked, 
"But what of It?" 



Urges Aid for China 

"In my opinion we shall never ooMeet 
a dollar of the war debt owed us by 
some European countries. 

"In 1920 and 1922," he said, "we »ent 
to starving Austria, a war enemy, mil- 
lions of food BtuH, and the same In 
seed coin to Russia. Why not to China, 
oi.r ally In the war'? It would «o»ed 
up rail and steam tran-iiporlatlon and 
f,ive employment to 3c'H).0OO .ind greatly 
alleviate the condition of the farmer. 

"The founders of Massachusettn. Jifl 
years ago by an ahldlnj- faith In God 
laid the foundation of the (frentest ex- 
periment and Improvemsr.t in Covurn- 
nient the world has ever known,'' he 
concluded "I^et ns In our day and 
Reneratlon approach our problems with 
fcquni ffiith and, as men unnfrald with 
the coiirBRe of the past, hasten th» 
day of continuity of employment and 
happinesfl In the homo."

••I call this a steal," shouted Keliy, 
who has made two inspections at Lung 
Lsland, during which he acquired much 
information whicli convinced him cnat 
carelessness, due to drunkenness, hid 
been responsible for the breakdowns of 
boilers in February. 

Councilman Curtis deferred a decisive 
vote until Commissioner Maguire could 
be questioned in executive session. From 
him the council learned that if the 
boilers should be scrapped and the tvpc 
advised bv Engineers Miller and Emer- 
son installed, the cost woulci be $30,000 
in excess of the estimated cost of the 
, changes whicli are coiiteniiilaled. 
I Maguire admitted that Chief En- 
gineer Murphy had dratted llie plans 
for the new equipment. When Council- 
man Murray asked him if Murpiiy had 
not b'cn suspendeti for (iO days, he de- 
clared that he understood that the sus- 
pension was for SO da.\s.

It is po.ssible that Mr Goldman will 
■ubstitute for the baton an unusual 
vooden key. Ions, lanky and of intri- 
cate design, that Mayor Curley ^ave 
!him yestcrda.^'. It is one of four keys 
to Boston Cily made from the oak of 
« tree on the battle field in Lexington. 

Conference Over Rand 

Mrs Filenc, .Tohn M, CHse,y, city 
censor and c.\-conccit pianist, who 
represented Mayor Curley; MiGoldman 
«nd Mr Smith held what amounted to 
a round-table confeien<:e about the 
establishment of a band that could be 
Boston's own. 

For the first six years Mr Goldman 
iplayed In Central Park he raised the 
Jnoney himself. The Guggenhelms pay 
all the expenses now and John D. 
Eockefeller before that was ono of the

The estimated cost 
of this propo.scd addition to the rapid 
transit system, which will eliminate ii!l 
trolley cars oil Boylsloii street and 
Huntington avenue, and facilitate the 
movement of vehicular traffic, Is $10,- 
000,000.
